USSR BUYS HUGE QUANTITIES OF AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS

(Text) Beijing, 24 Nov (XINHUA)--The Soviet crop failures and the U.S. grain 
embargo against the Soviet Union have forced the USSR to buy large amounts of 
agricultural and pastoral products on world markets, according to Western 
news agencies. 


According to AFP on 23 November, in the first 6 months this year, the amount 

of Soviet grain purchases from some EEC countries is more than three times its 
total grain purchases in i979. In January-May 1980, it bought up to 130,000 
tons of butter. Furthermore, the Soviet Union made a request to the Commission 
of the European Common Market to buy 100,000 tons of butter and 15,000 tons of 
cream in 1981, It is reported that the European Common Market controls the 
amount of butter exports to the Soviet Union. However, butter in small 

packets are not subjected to export inspection. As a result, the Soviet Union 
evaded the control by buying butter in smal] packets. Thus it bought as much 
as 43,000 tons of butter. 


According to REUTER, "Soviet grain output dropped by 20 percent this year." 
"It is facing the most serious feed crisis since 1975-1976. It is short 
approximately 11 million tons of feed." This has forced Moscow to seek rape- 
seed on various world markets so as to mix it with grains for use as feed, 
while looking everywhere for vegetable oi's for domestic use. 


It is reported that the Soviet Union bought 1.54 million tons of grain from 

the United States in 1979, and 520,000 tons of tapioca from Thailand since 

the beginning of this year. The Soviet Union has begun to buy on a large-scale 
rapeseed and vegetable oil from Argentina, the Philippines and Indonesia. 


The Soviet sugar harvest is normally the world's largest. But because of the 
drop in beet output, Soviet sugar output this year is expected to fall some 

6 million tons short of consumption. Thus the Soviet Union has hurriedly bought 
sugar on international markets. Reportedly, merely from the EEC, the Soviet 
Union has bought 380,000 tons of sugar in the first half of this year and 
another 3.5 million tons in the second half of this year. 








Such large-scale purchasing of agricultural and pastoral products by the Soviet 
Union have made prices of several agricultural and pastoral products rise 
sharply and created nervous international markets, Quoting London dealers, 
REUTEK reporte: As a result of large Soviet purchases, sugar rose to around 
400 pounde sterling a ton, a rise of 33 percent compared with September's 
price, "Soviet buying has aleao caused a flurry on rapeseed markets, pushing 
up rapeseed prices in Chicago and London." The report on huge Soviet pur- 
chases of vegetable oils “has led to nervous selling and boosted prices in 
European vegetable oll centers."

POLAND'S JACLELSKI URGES WORKERS TO OBSERVE DISCIPLINE

{Text} Warsaw, 21 Nov (XINHUA)--In his report to the parliament on 20 November, 
Polish Vice Premier Jagielski referred to the implementation of the agreement 
signed between the government and the workers. He said: “During the past few 
montis, not only was the right to atrike used, but it was abused on more than 
one occasion,” He urged the workers to strengthen discipline rad to work 

hard in view of the circumstances where the state financial re:ources have 

been used to an undue extent. 


Commenting on the agreement i.eched pvetween the government and the representa- 
tives of workers in coastal areas, Jagielski held that signing such an agree- 
ment is “a way to benefit the working class and the people, the party and the 


people's political power as well as socialism" and represents "a victory for 
the realistic trend in che party." 


He admitted that "a number of obstacles were encountered" in implementing the 
agreement. According to him, “distrust of the authorities’ sincerity” has 
appeared or is appearing on certain links of the “solidarity” trade union, 
and the workers have put forward "demands that are not based on careful 
consideration" and “that depart from everyday reality." He said that 
beginning January 1981 the government will appropriate 110 billion zlotys 

to raise the wages of 12 million workers. In the present extremely difficult 
economic situation, he added, demands for excessive wages and welfare benefits 
will "constitute a genuine chreat" to the economy and socia! life, prolong 
the state of instability, aggravate the social tension and be detrimental to 
the survival of the nation. 


Jagielski said that some people “purposely and stubbornly maintain their nega- 
tive attitude in an effort to weaken the foundation for our nation's survival 
and security," and that “we cannot ignore them, but should wage a political 
struggle against them." 








Touching on the current situation, he pointed out: "We are confronted with 
seriovs threats. Our economy is experiencing extreme difficulty, and 
numerous problems exist here and there." He said thet at present the most 
important task of the Polish Government is to "take coordinated action with 


those people whose aim is not against socialism but for socialism, not to 
weaken people's Poland but to make it wealthy and strong and who want reform.’ 


He said that he would continue to have dialogues and cooperate with the 
"solidarity" trade union and urged the workers to strengthen their labor 
discipline and to raise their productivity.

KANIA DISCUSSES LABOR MOVEMENT IN ° OLAND

{Text} Warsaw, November 25 (XINHUA)--Stanislaw Kania, first secretary of 
the Polish United Workers' Party Centra’ Committee, said today: "We worry 
about the means of strike, particularly in such sector as the railway. 
Strikes could jeopardize the normal rhythm of the state life and our pro- 
mises made to our allies." 


Speaking t> the representatives of the Polish Consultative Committee of 
Trade Unions, he noted that at present there existed numerous worrisome 
phenonema in the country. "Anarchism, economic disorder and arrests--all 
these have made us feel uneasy," he added. 


Dwelling on the current situation of the Polish trade union movement, Kania 
said that the party is concerned over the ideological unity of the trade 
union movement and regards it as a major component of socialist democracy. 
However, the split of the workers’ movement "is an unfavourable and yet an 
objective fact." 


He stressed that Poland “requires a strong trade union movement," and the 
party would like to hear the voice of the movement and "agrees that trade 
unions will be expanded as a militant and staunch representative and defender 
of the interests of the working class if need be." 


Yesterday, 3,000 trade union representatives from all parts of the country 
met here to discuss the domestic situation and the tasks of the labour 
movement. Polish Premier Josef Pinkowski was present and spoke at the 
meeting upon invitation. 


Albin Szyszka, president of the Consultative Committee of Trade Unions, 
delivered a report on its work at the meeting. He proposed to open coopera- 
tion and dialogue between the representatives of the trade unions and the 
independent and self-governing "solidarity" trade unions. He requested 
state and economic administrative leaders to treat all trade unions equally. 
The premier said the government accepted the request in principle. 


A resolution on the requests and tasks of the trade unions was adopted at 
the mecting. 











There are now 23 trade unions throughout the country directly under the 
Central Council of Trade Unions, Since last August, independent and self- 
governing "solidarity" trade unions have been established all over the 
country while trade unions have been breaking away from the Central Counci] 
of Trade Unions to undergo "self-renewal." At present, the "solidarity" 
trade unions coexist with the trade unions.

KANIA GIVES REPORT OF PZPR PLENUM IN WARSAW

[Text] Warsaw, December | (XINHUA)--Stanislaw Kania, first secretary of the 
Central Committee of the Polish United Workers’ Party, said today that "the 
political situation in Poland is exceptionally complicated and fraught with 
great danger and that the country is still in a critical state." 


He made these remarks while delivering a report to the 7th plenary session 
of the 8th Party Central Committee. 


in his report entitled "The Party's Tasks for Socialist Renovation of Social 
Life,” Kania pointed out that this year has been a very poor harvest; 
industrial production losing its regular tempo; difficulties in energy; 
export sectors failing to fulfill their plans; and the supplies in markets 
going from bad to worse. 


He attributed these difficulties, to a considerable extent, to a series of 
workers’ strikes, social disorder and a lack of discipline in factories. 


Dealing with the measures taken by the party and the government in a bid to 
reverse this situation, Kania said that politically the party has adopted a 
policy of carrying forward democracy and conducting renovation and a line 

to implement the restoration of confidence of the working class and achieve 

an understanding with society. Economically, a new agricultural policy has 
been worked out, investment plans modified and principles for distributing 
national income altered. Workers' wages have been increased and a five-day 
work week put into practice. Organizationally, the party's working style 

and methods have been rectified, office terms for leaders limited and 
concurrent posts by party and government leaders eliminated. More than 

500 leadere at various levels have been relieved of their posts in the past 
two months. Quite a few party and political activists have been rehabilitated 
while some corrupt officials and bureaucrats have been expelled from the party. 


He said that the situacion in Poland has caused anxiety and unease among other 
fraternal parties. This is understandable, for Poland is a particularly 
important member in the international community, he added. However, Kania 
declared, the line of renovation is irreversible and the line of restoring 

the confidence of the working clase and achieving an understanding with society 
is unshakable. 

















On the trade union problem, Kania stated that extremely important changes 
have emerged in both the social and political Life of Poland. Professional 
trade unions have set new working methods and the newly-emerging trade union-- 
"Solidarity" =-haw achieved broad progress and won a legitimate place, tut 


certain people in “Solidarity” have gone beyond their function, he pointed 
out, 


te said: "Some organizations and individuale with connections to foreign 
imperialist centers for destructive activities and who harbour designe against 
socialiem and the people's power have wormed their way into certain organs 

of the ‘Solidarity’ trade union and conducted pernicious inatigation and 
fierce clase atruggle. They intend to undermine and ultimately disrupt the 


soctaliat atate system of Poland. They are contriving anti-socialiem and 
counter-revolutionary plote." 


As tor the future of the Polish nation, Kania pointed out, an immediate end 
should be put to the destructive activities which would result in a 
weakening of the people's regime. 


Referring to the democratic renovation of inner party life, he noted that 
when taking actions, the Polish party should oppose ideological capitulation 
and sabotage to the fighting capacity of the party and at the same time 
oppose the phenomena of a too conservative ideological stand which fails 

Lo understand new conditions and requiremente. 


Kania said that the party should not be reduced to a club for endless quarrels 
nor should it be only a group of sympathizers. Inner party democracy, he 
stressed, ia the crux of social democracy as well as for the other various 
sectors of social and political Life. In correcting past mistakes, he said, 

it is imperative to prevent the broadening of the scope of criticiam which 
could lead to a denial of past achievements; when looking into responsibilities, 
attention should be paid to differentiating political responsibilities from 
legal ones, he concluded,

SCHMIDT, THATCHER HOLD TALKS IN BONN 18 NOVEMBER

|Text| November 17 (XINHUA)--West German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt and 
the visiting British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher told a press 
conference here today that they support closer cooperations among West 
European countries and better collaboration between Western Europe and the 
United States. 


Prime Minieter Thatcher arrived here last night to have regular bilateral 
consultations with the chancellor. 


The two heads of government discussed economic problems, and the balance 
of payments deficite in particular which affect the majority of the 
countries, They exchanged views on East-West relations and specifically 
the situation in Poland, Afghanistan, Persian Gulf area, southern Africa, 
the Middle East and the EEC. They emphasized the identity of their viewe 
on the mijor issues they discussed. 


Mra. Thatcher said at the press conference that current international crisis 
necessitated efiorte to saleguard areas of stability in the world. The 
Eurupean Economic Community, she pointed out, is one of the most important 
stabilizing factors in world politics, and the cooperation between the 
United States and Europe is playing a similar stabilizing role. She said 
that kurope must enhance its unity in order to cooperate with the United 
States better. 


Thatcher also said that Britain was totally committed to Europe and to the 
EEC which, she stressed, in addition to playing a stabilizing role politi- 
cally, had brought much economic benefit to Britain. 


Schmidt said that Bonn and London looked forward with confidence to con- 
tinuing cooperation with the United Status. He noted that U.S. president- 
elect Ronald Keagan had on many occasions stressed his determination to 
cooperale with Europe. He expressed the hope for "a renewal of American 
leadership" under Reagan. 


Talke were also held between West German Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher 
and his British counterpart Lord Carrington who accompanied Mrs. Thatcher 
during the visit. 


Before her departure for home this afternoon, Mre. Thatcher was received by 
President Karl Castens.

SCHMIDT REAFFIRMS FRG FPORELGN POLICY STANDS

{Text | Bonn, November 24 (XINHUA)-<West German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
declared here today that the coalition government of the Social Democratic 
Party and the Free Democratic Party will continue to pursue the present 
domestic and foreign policies. 


Without a balance of power, he said, there will not be any secured place 
in this world. West Germany can only obtain its security by identifying 
itself with NATO. The core of NATO is the partnership with the United 
States, the chancellor stated. 


Schmidt made the remarkea in his firet government statement to the Ninth 
Bundestag since he was reelected chancellor. 


He maintained, "A precondition for peace is balance, but it is not enough. 
lbus peace must be secured by a policy of arms limitation and cooperation." 
".e wish « long-term cooperation with the Soviet Union,” he added. But 

he polated out that “because of events in Afghanistan, detente became more 
difficult and less secure.” 


"We condemn the Soviet Union for its continuous armed intervention in 
Afghanistan and call for an unconditional, complete withdrawal of all foreign 
troops,” he declared, 


He stressed that for West Germany, the European Economic Community is an 
indispensable base for peace and progress as it serves the interests of 
balance. Since a united Europe is the target of the policy of West Germany, 
he said, maintenance and expansion of the European Community remains a 
central task of that policy. 


On the events in Poland, he said "We do not interfere. But, if we try 
to help them out of their economic crisis in accordance with the wishes 
of the Polish leadership, then, nobody should be allowed to accuse us of 
interference." 


Referring to the relationship with the German Democratic Republic, he ex- 
pressed willingness to continue its cooperation and develop relations 
between the two countries. 











Schmidt in his statement said his government wishes to broaden its relations 
with China, tHe aleo expressed willingness to strengthen its economic coopera- 
tien with Third World countries on the basis of equality, and further 
increase ite development aid to them, 


On domestic tasues, he said West Germany will try to reach the target set by 
NATO in increasing the annual defense spending by 3 percent in real term, 
In the economic field, he admitted that West Germany would not be able to 
get away from the effecte of the Western world's economic recessions and 
phenomena such as production drops and unemployment increase are likely 

to happen for a time. 


lie conceded in the statement that in the years ahead West Germany will 
face difficulties both in international politics and national economy.

LTALLAN INTERIOR MINISTER RESIGNS

[Text] Rome, November 26 (XINHUA)--Italian Interior Minister Virgilio 
Rognoni tendered his resignation early this morning while the intense 
rescue operations for the quake victims are underway. But his resigna- 
tion was rejected by Prime Minister Arnaldo Forlani. 


Rognoni, in charge of supervising relief operations, submitted his resigna- 
tion to the prime minister four hours after President Sandro Pertini 
bitterly criticized the government for its slow and inadequate response 

to last Sunday's earthquake. 


Rejecting Rognoni's resignation, Forlani in his letter said "In exercising 
its collective responsibility, the government has done and is doing all it 
could to cope with the calamity." To accept Rognoni's resignation would 
mean to add more difficulties to the people, he said. 


President Pertini in a televised speech last night said that essential supplies 
had not reached the devastated areas even 48 hours after the earthquake struck 
and the rescue centre failed to function at all. "There have been grave 
shortcomings, and those who have failed must be punished," he warned. 


He recalled the earthquake in Belice, Sicily, 13 years ago. He said after 
that earthquake, the government had allocated funds to rehouse the quake 
victims but they are still living in temporary huts. "Where did the money 
go that was given? Who speculated on that catastrophe?" he asked. 


According to reports, the discontent of the survivors in the quake-hit areas 
over the slow relief operations was voiced over and over again to the 
president and the opposition parties also blamed the government for the 
difficulties and problems in its rescue efforts. 


A cabinet meeting, held last night to discuss the contingency relief plan, 
decided to appropriate, from the state budget, a sum of 1,200 billion liras 
as the relief funds for the earthquake victims in southern Italy and to take 
a series of tax-relief and tax-free measures in the quake-stricken areas. 


In the past few days, people all over Italy have taken an active part in the 
relief operations as many young people, organized into various voluntary 


ll 








rescue teams, have rushed to the disaster areas and the trade union organisa- 
tions, news media and other social organisations collected donations for 
the quake victims. 


According to reports, there are still difficulties in the disaster areas due 
to various reasons. Many victims including old, sick and babies still have 
no shelters and have to stay in the open despite of extreme cold, and many 
corpees are yet to be dug out of the rubble and the medical situation was 
also a very serious problen. 


Local prees reporte today put the death toll of the quake at 3,100, with 2,000 
miseing and 200,000 homeless.

PREMIER SUZUKI REELECTED PRESIDENT OF LDP

{(Text| Tokyo, November 27 (XINHUA)--Japanese Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki 
wae reelected president of the Liberal Democratic Party (LDP) for a tenure 
of two years at an extraordinary party congress today. 


Suzuki succeeded Masayoshi Ohira as LDP president following Ohira's death 
last July. During the primary, Suzuki was nominated the only candidate 
for the party's presidency and therefore his reelection was assured. 


Addressing the congrese, Suzuki eaid: "We shall usher in a new era of the 
2Zist century after 20 years ani we shall be confronted with many new problems 
which await solution.” He said that the establishment of political morality, 
financial reform, administrative restructuring, tackling with a society with 
a large proportion of aged people and general security system "constitute not 
only immediate policy issues but aleo problems of top priority that should 
be solved definitively in the advance towards the 2let century.” 


A declaration passed at the congress says: "The internal and external 
situation has changed drastically as a result of the Soviet armed involve- 
ment in Afghanistan and ites military buildup on the northern territories." 
It pledged LDP's positive contribution to safeguarding world peace by 
following a multilateral foreign policy for the guarantee of comprehensive 
security. 


The extraordinary congress was also convened to observe the 25th founding 
anniversary of the party. Eiichi Nishimura resigned as the party's vice- 
president. The post will be dropped for the time being.

UN SECRETARY GFNERAL DISCUSSES NAMIBIAN RESOLUTIONS

{Text} United Nations, November 26 (XINHUA)--The United Nations has indicated 
that South Africa is willing to accept a proposal to hold a preliminary meeting 
in search of a cease-fire and a solution to the question of Namibia, according 
to a report of the U.N. secretary-general concerning the implementation of 
security council resolutions 435 and 439 on the question of Namibia. 


The proposed meeting is scheduled to take place between January 7 and 14, 1981. 
Lf the meeting succeeds, South Africa would agree to a cease-fire sometime 

in March. A United Nations peacekeeping force would then patrol a demilitarized 
zone on either side of the Namibian-Angolan border. The election of an 
assembly to write a constitution for an independent Namibia would take place 

in October or soon thereafter. 


This plan was laid out in a six-page report of the secretary-general to the 
Security Council. The report summarized the outcome of the U.N. mission to 
Pretoria last month led by Brian Urquhart, under-secretary-general for 
special political affairs. 


The report said: "It is of vital importance that the independence of Namibia 
should be achieved in 1981, in accordance with Security Council Resolution 435. 
in order to achieve this aim a date for the cease-fire and a start of imple- 
mentation should be set in the early part of 1981." 


It said: "A means of facilitating agreement and of creating the necessary 
climate of confidence and understanding would be a pre-implementation multi- 
party meeting in which the parties concerned in the envisaged election would 
be included. There is general agreement that this meeting should be held 
under the auspices of the secretary-general of the United Nations."

INDONESIAN, INDIAN PRESIDENTS CALL FOR UNITY OF NONALINED

[Text] Beijing, December 2 (XINHUA)--The presidents of Indonesia and India 
yesterday called for closer unity of the non-aligned movement and adherence 
to the movement's original aim, according to Western news agency reports 
from New Delhi, 


Speaking at a banquet given by Indian President N. Sanjiva Reddy in his 
honour, Indonesian President Suharto said that Indonesia was "concerned 
over the rift within the (non-aligned) movement due to pressures to drag 
non-aligned countries into one of the world's superpower's sphere of 
influence." He said India and Indonesia should work "shoulder to shoulder, 
adhering strictly to the original spirit of non-aligmment." "If we fall 
into the trap of any superpower," he said, "then non-alignment has no 
further significance." Suharto also criticized "an extremely dangerous 
trend" in the world today that "takes the form of, for instance, military 
intervention against another country." 


In his speech, President Reddy said: "It should be our common endeavour to 
restore to the movement its original content and sweep so that it could 
address itself to the basic issues of peace and progress of mankind." 


Dealing with tensions in West and Southeast Asia, he said: "The dangers 
to international peace and stability have acquired wider and more menacing 
dimensions with the increasing tempo of rivalry and confrontation indulged 
in by the big powers in various regions of the world." 


President Suharto arrived in India yesterday after his visit to Pakistan.

FRENCH, FRG OFFICIALS CONCERNED OVER CRISES

[Text] Paris, December 2 (XINHUA)--The Soviet intervention in Afghanistan 
has greatly affected the climate of international relations and the world 

is faced with many menaces, stated Pierre Bernard-Reymond, secretary of state 
of the French Foreign Ministry, here this afternoon. 


Speaking to the ongoing session of the Western European Union Assembly, he 
reaffirmed that France refuses to accept the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan as a fait accompli. "Only one political settlement can restore 
peace in the area, which includes the withdrawal of foreign troops and the 
restoration of the Afghan people's sovereignty over independence, neutrality 
and non-alignment," he added. 


"In the face of the renewed tension in the world, France holds fast to its 
security policy," he pointed out. "France will maintain its means of 
independence by continuing its efforts for a stronger, diversified and 
modern defence." His country would take an active part in any initiatives 
which favour peaceful solutions to different conflicts in the world, he 
stressed. 


France appealed to Iran and Iraq to end their war and settle their dispute 
through negotiations, he said. 


West German Minister of State for Foreign Affairs Mrs. Hamm Brucher also spoke 
at this morning's session. Referring to the Soviet aggression against 
Afghanistan, the conflict between Iraq and Iran and the latest developments 
in Poland, she said, "Some international developments are bound to fill us 
with deep concern for the future." "The world is faced with serious 
challenges and dangers." 


"The Federal Republic of Germany is carrying its full share of the measures 


adopted by the alliance with a view to strengthening the Western defence 
capability following the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan," she said.

JAPANESE, CHINESE OFFICIALS HOLD TALKS

{[Text] Beijing Dec 4 KYODO--Both Japan and China revealed their strong con- 
cern over the international situation and expressed caution over the influence 
of the Soviet Union at the opening session yesterday of the first Sino-Japanese 
ministerial conference. 


Discussions at the meeting, lasting some four hours and 10 minutes, centered 
on the international situation and bilateral economic problems. 


Foreign Minister Masayoshi Ito, who is leading the Japanese delegation to 
the meeting, said the Kampuchea issue, the Indochinese refugee problem and 
the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan were factors for the present instability 
in the international situation. 


"We are faced with the task of how to overcome these problems," he said. 


Chinese Vice Premier and Foreign Minister Huang Hua also commented on the 
international situation and claimed the Soviet Union was advancing into Asia 
and Afghanistan. 


On the Kampuchea problem, Huang said it is difficult for China to agree to 
the facts established by the "aggressors." 


He thus indicated China's strong position of not agreeing to a political 
solution of the Kampuchea problem. 


Foreign Minister Huang criticized the Soviet Union by name while Foreign 
Minister Ito indicated strong caution toward the Soviet Union without naming 
it but by taking up the Kampuchea and Afghanistan problems. 


At the meeting, the Japanese called for early conclusion of a bilateral 
taxation treaty and an investment guarantee agreement. 


It also indicated readiness to extend economic cooperation for construction 
of port and transportation facilities and other projects. 


Chinese Vice Premier Yao Yilin revealed that China plans to conduct a review 
on all large-scale projects inducted from foreign countries, including those 
on which work already is being conducted. 
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He said this is because of the need to make adjustments to the country's 
economy . 


Yao said past developments in the agricultural and light industries have 
been insufficient, resulting in obstructing the people's economy as a whole. 


He added there is need to seek after truth based on facts. 


The vice premier believed that China's economy will be able to make progress 
through adjustments although economic growth next year may slow down. 


On the country's economy this year, he expressed the hope that economic 
growth of 8 percent will be secured with light industries expanding 15 percent 
even under energy restrictions. 


The ministerial meeting, the first of the kind held between Japan and China, 
is being attended by Foreign Minister Ito and five other cabinet ministers 
from the Japanese side. China is represented by Vice Premier Gu Mu and 
other ministers concerned. 


After the first-day meeting, the Japanese and Chinese participants attended a 
banquet hosted by Vice Premier Gu. 


Gu :tressed in a speech at the banquet that Japan and China have common 
interests when regarded from a long range point of view although their social 
syetems differ. 


He noted that political, economic, scientific and cultural ties were develop- 
ing between the two countries following the normalization of diplomatic 
relations and conclusion of the peace treaty. 


The vice premier exnressed the hope that Japan and China, by exchanging 
views on important international problems, will be able to contribute to 
the stabilization of the world, especially of the Asia-Pacific area. 


Foreign Minister Ito said it is important for the leaders of the two countries 
to exchange frank views and promote mutual understanding. 


Individual meetings between ministers of the two countries were scheduled to 
be held at the Great Hall of the People Thursday. 


Foreign Minister Ito will meet with his Chinese counterpart Huang Hua and 
exchange views on the Kampuchea and other problems while Finance Minister 
Michio Watanabe and other economic ministers are expected to discuss economic 
cooperation and other bilateral issues with Chinese officials.

[Text] Beijing Dec 4 KYODO--Japanese Foreign Minister Masayoshi Ito expressed 
the hope Thursday that the Kampuchea problem be settled at an early date but 
Chinese Vice Premier and Foreign Minister Huang Hua expressed a pessimistic 
view on the matter. 


Ito and Huang met at the Great Hall of the People as part of the counterpart 
meetings between Japanese and Chinese cabinet ministers attending the three- 
day Sino-Japanese ministerial conference which opened here Wednesday. 


The two exchanged frank views on the international situation and bilateral 
{ssues. 


Ito proposed that the second ministerial conference be held in Tokyo next 
year. 


Although details of the meeting were not known immediately, the two foreign 
ministers were believed to have discussed the situation in Southeast Asia, 
in general, the Korean Peninsula and the Middle East also. 


Ito told Huang there was need to settle the Kampuchea problem at an early 
date and reiterated the strong desire of Japan that an early solution to 
the matter be realized. 


But the Chinese foreign minister is reported to have told Ito that China has 
no confidence for an early settlement and pointed to the difficult nature 
of the problem. 


Finance Minister Michio Watanabe, in his meeting with Vice Premier Gu Mu who 
is also chairman of the State Capital Construction Commission, said that 
Japan hoped China will supply sufficient information on the country's 
economic adjustment measures in order to facilitate economic cooperation. 


Gu told Watanabe that Sino-Japanese cooperation in respect to energy and 
mineral resources development will be of benefit to both countries and added 
China wanted to learn from Japan's experiences. 


Toshio Komoto, director general of the Economic Planning Agency, told Vice 
Premier Yao Yilin who is also chairman of the State Planning Commission, he 
hoped China will successfully carry out its modernization programs. 


He noted that although the economic structure in Japan and China differs, 
both countries were aiming at improving the people's livelihood. 


Rokusuke Tanaka, minister of international trade and industry, met with 
Vice Premier Yu Qiuli, chairman of the State Energy Commission who did not 
attend the plenary session on Wednesday.

Huang repeated China's position that the withdrawal of Vietnamese troops 
from Kampuchea must come before a political settlement of the issue can 
he discussed, 


Nuany sald that the Kampuchean and Afghan problems should be viewed in the 
yame context, suggesting that both are what should be blamed on the Soviet 
world strategy. He strongly warned against an easy-going compromise in 
these issues, Japanese officials said. 


Huang's statement came in response to Ito's request for China to take a more 
flexible stand on the Kampuchean issue. 


‘uoting from an Aesop's fables story of stripping a traveler of his cloak 
with sunshine, [to stressed the need to have Vietnam as a discussion partner 
at an international conference on the Kampuchean issue, the officials said. 


Ito and Huang met alone as part of the current first Sino-Japanese ministerial 
meeting. Their discussions also covered the Polish situation, the Iran-Iraq 
war, and the Sino-Amer ican relations as well, the officials said. 


Huang admitted that there exist some problems within Democratic Kampuchea 
(the so-called Pol Pot regime) itself, saying that China finds it not easy 
to get along with Democratic Kampuchea, according to the officials. 


They took this as indicating that China keeps a certain distance from the 
purged Kampuchean regime vying with the Vietnamese-backed Heng Samrin regime. 


Huang aleo said China is not opposed to a plan for a coalition united front 
in Kampuchea, including former head of state Prince Norodom Sihanouk and 
Son Sann, one-time Kampuchean prime minister and now a guerrilla leader of 
the Khmer Liberation. 











Still, China opposes the excluston of Democratic Kampuchea from euch a united 
front, Huang told ito, In reality, Democratic Kampuchea is the only principal 
force which can resiet the Vietnamese, Huang said, according to the officials, 


Thie may be regarded as Peking's objection to a plan to form an “alternative” 
Kampuchean force against the Vietnamese without the participation of the Pol 

Pot regime, though China seemed to be paying some consideration to the current 
mvee by the Association of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN) members to 

expedite the formation of a "third force” in Kampuchea, Japanese officials said. 





Huang waid the Chinese view on the Soviet Union is gaining support inter- 
nationally. 


A tough approach toward the Afghan and Kampuchean issues is vital to prevent 
the Soviet Union from venturing into other areas of the world, Huang told Ito. 


Huang said China did not think there would be a major disturbance on the 
Korean Peninsula, 


Huang said China would continue efforts to promote its relations with the 
ASEAN, 


Touching on the Sino-American relations, he said the U.S. Taiwan relations 
act is an American internal affair and that it never affects the basic 
relations between China and the United States. The Sino-American relations 
must be developed on the basis of the Shanghai joint communique, he 
atressed, according to the officials. 


Huang also gave his “personal” view on the Polish situation. He said the 
current situation in Poland is very delicate and he highly :ated that both 
the Polish Government and workers are keeping their self-control while closely 
watching the Soviet reaction, the officials said. 


Huang expressed tear that, if the Kremlin judges the Polish situation as a 
disadvantage to ite own world strategy, the Soviets might interfere in the 
Polish atfair. But, even in euch a case, the Soviets would find it more 
difficult to do so now than in the 1968 Czechoslovakia incident, Huang said. 


Ito and Huang agreed in principle that Japanese Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki 
will visit China and Chinese Premier Zhao Ziyang and party secretary general 
Hu Yaobang will visit Japan. 


Ito propos: d an early conclusion of a double taxation treaty, an investment 
guarantee agreement and a treaty on migratory birds between Japan and China. 


The Japanese minister asked China for cooperation in locating those Japanese 
who had been left orphans in China during and after the war. 


Ito also said Japan hopes to hold bilateral consultations at the level of high 
ranking government officials in Beijing next March or April.

The communique says that the president of Pakistan affirmed his country's 
support for the ASEAN proposal to establish a zone of peace, freedom and 
neutrality in Southeast Asia while the Indonesian President expressed his 
appreciation of Pakistan's positive contribution to neighbourly relations 
and lasting peace in South Asia. 


The two heads of state also pledged their full cooperation to the non-aligned 
movement’ efforts to protect and promote the true spirit of non-alignment. 


The communique says that “the two sides reviewed the international economic 
situation and re-affirmed their resolve to work together with other Third 
World countries for the establishment of a new international economic order 
based on justice and equity." The two sides expressed their conviction 

that "a just and lasting peace in the Middle East cannot be achieved without

SALVADOKAN FRONT FORMS NEW LEADERSHIP

The FDR consists of eighteen anti-government organisations. Its new general 
secretary is Carlos Gomez of the Popular Liberation Movement and its executive 
committee is made up of Gomez, Eduardo Calles of the Independent Movement of 
Salvadoran Professionals and Technicians, Manuel Quintanilla of the 
Nationalist Democratic Union and Marcos Portillo of the Popular Revolutionary 
Group and «a representative of the National Revolutionary Movement, whom has 
yet to be appointed by the movement. 


The FDR also announced on the same day that the funeral of the eix murdered 
leaders would be held on December 3 with three-day mourning. 


The new leadership issued a communique saying that the murderers of their 
former leaders “will be punished without fail." 





The Christian Democratic Party, the only political party participating in the 
junta, declared in a communique that the enemy of the government tried to 
discredit and denigrate the government in every possible way. It demanded 
that the junte take just and strong measures at once to deal with the 
“para-military organization" active in the country. 


Jose Morales Erlich, Christian Democratic Party member of the junta, said 
that the junta had ordered the arrest, trial and conviction of "the ultra- 
rightist and other extremist assassin groups which are out to disrupt the 
stability of the country.” 


Salvadoran archbishopric issued a statement yesterday denouncing the various 
cases of murder. 


The murder of the six FOR leaders has hed repercussions abroad. U.S. ambassador 
to El Salvador Robert White warned that the murder is “another step towards 
anarchy and a civil war.” The Nicaraguan Government of National Reconstruction 
and the Sandiniet National Liberation Front pointed out that the murder was a 
conspiracy aimed at “thwarting the Salvadoran people's struggle." Ecuadoran 
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Foreign Minitetry iseued @ communique condemning the case of violence. The

[Excerpts] Bucharest, 26 Nov (XINHUA)--In the early part of last October, 

we visitea (Braila) County in the southeastern part of Romania. The 

county is located in Romania's (Bolegan) Plain, with the Danube River rolling 
rapidly on its east side. In the past 10 years its total agricultural output 
value has increased by 68 percent, with average total yearly agricultural 
output value reaching 4 billion leu (Romanian currency) and average total 
yearly grain output reaching over 1 million dun. 


From 1968 to 1970, 6,000 hectares of paddy fields were developed to control 
the saline and alkaline land in the 25-kilometer-long area from the lower 
reaches of the Danube River's tributary (Koermocuyi) River to the banks of the 
Danube River, where a state-run agricultural enterprise engaged exclusively 

in planting paddies and a paddy research center were established. 


After nearly 10 years of practice, it was proved that the above measures were 
effective. With the planting of paddies and the irrigation of from 

20,000 to 22,000 cubic meters of water per hectare of land, the saline and 
alkaline content of the soil decreased by 60 to 80 percent. Currently 

25 percent of the improved soil can be sown to wheat, sunflower, soybean and 
other crops interchangeably. The per-hectare paddy output increased from 
1,000 kilograms in the first few years to 4,000 kilograms or 6,000 kilograms. 


Another method to transform saline and alkaline soil is building fish ponds. 
Some 1,000 hectares of fish ponds have been built now in the (Mokexineini) 
District in the northern part of the country, and 300 dun of fish have been 
caught this year. The place will be developed into an agricultural and 
fishery base.

Mijatovic also drew attention to the difficulties Yugoslavia is facing now. 


On non-aligned movement, Mijatovic said that the non-aligned policy "in 
today's unstable and increasingly divided and threatened world" opened up 
prospects for surmounting differences and preserving peace. "The principles 
and goals of this policy are also becoming closer to those countries which 
are formally within military and political alliances." Non-alignment is 
being percetved as a reliable mainstay and symbol of independence. 


lie said that the differences and conflicts between some non-aligned countries 
stem cither from the effects of a colonial past or are caused by relations 
between the blocs and big powers. The big powers are "increasingly recogniz- 
ing the policy of non-alignment as a factor in international relations." But 
at the same time, they are stepping up their interference in the movement, 
primarily in the affairs and policies of certain non-aligned countries. 


All this, he said, indicates that the non-aligned movement is passing through 
difficult trials. It is particularly important to understand that conflicts 
among non-aligned countries cepresent a great danger. 


Mijatovic expressed the hope that Iraq and Iran, with whom Yugoslavia maintains 
friendly relations, will succeed in finding a peaceful settlement of their 
conflict and discontinue armed activity "under conditions acceptable to both 
sides, {.e., withdrawal of original positions and opening of negotiations."

(Text) Lisbon, November 28 (XINHUA correspondent Wang Zhigen)--As the election 
campaign for the presidency enters its crucial stage, the capital is now a 
ecene of hustle and bustle. In the streets, big photos of candidates have 
been put up on walle. Campaign cars with loud speakers are rumbling past, 
making deafening noise. 


The second presidential election after the collapse of the dictatorial rule 
will be held on December 7. According to regulations. the election campaign 
should be conducted from November 22 to December *,. But in fact, candidates 
of various parties started canvassing as early as six months ago. 


Running for the presidency are five military men and two civilians, including 
President Ramalho Eanes and General Soares Carneiro. 


A complicated situation has arisen since the very beginning of the campaign 
due to a great change in the lineup. 


It was recalled that in the first presidential elections held on June 27, 1976, 
following the overthrow of the dictatorial rule, Antonio Ramalho Eanes, then 
the army chief of staff, was elected president by an overwhelming majority 

of 61.59 per cent of the votes due to his outstanding role in smashing a 
pro-Soviet coup d'etat in the army on November 25, 1975. In that election, 

he got the support of the Portuguese Socialist Party, the Social Democratic 
Party and the Party of the Democratic and Sooial Centre, but was opposed by 
the Communist Party of Portugal. 


However, in the present campaign, both the Social Democratic Party and the 
Party of the Democratic and Social Centre are opposing Eanes' reelection and 
inecead put up their own candidates to challenge him. Eanes is accused of 
making concessions and compromises to the community [as received} party of 
Portugal and obstructing the reformative measures taken by the former 
democratic alliance government after he became president. 


On the other hand, the communist party, which vehemently attacked Eanes four 
years ago, declared several times that its candidate would withdraw from 
the contest so as to support Eanes. 
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Who will have the chance to be the 15th president of Portugal? According to 
the recent four public polls, President Eanes is now holding a safe lead 

in the race, followed by Carneiro, It te therefore believed that a sharp 
contest i# obviously to be between the two generale. 


On domestic affairs, both Eanes and Carneiro stand for economic development 

and respect for the pluralistic democracy and popular freedom, while externally, 
they both support Portugal's entry into the European community, ite commitment 
to the NATO and stand for developing ties with its former colonies. 


However, the two do have obvious differences in both the dowestic and foreign 
policies, For example, Eanes emphasizes on respect for the present constitu- 
tion and « nation-wide harmony as well, while Carneiro insists in revising 
the conetitution go as to write off those clauses which "are incompatible 
with the western democracy" and opposes nationalisation, agrarian reform and 
agreement with the communists. In foreign affairs, Eanes stresses on 
diversified diplomacy and stands for development of relations with eastern 
European countries and a negotiated settlement of disputes, while Carneiro 
emphasizes on the steady swing to Western democracy and condemns Soviet 
expansionism and capitulation to the Soviet Union. 


With the polling date approaching, the contest between the two sides has become 
sharper and sharper. As president in office, Eanes has his advantages. but 
Carneiro, without the advantage of being in office, has tried to make use of the 
diacontents of the electorate with the present situation in the country to 
attack Eanes’ failures; while Eanes, on his part, hae taken a strictly 
defensive strategy and tried to wait for a right opportunity to launch a 
counteretroke against his challenger. He has tried not to make lengthy talks 
during the campaign so as to avert any possible indiscreet remarks. While 
boasting about the achievements in his official career, he has deliberately 
avoided any direct attack on his political opponents in order to show his 
largemindedness. 


It is generally maintained that during the election campaign the two generals 
are evenly matched for the time being. It is also widely believed that neither 
of tnem could win more than 50 percent of the votes in the first round of 
voting. That "who will enter the magnificent presidential palace” will 
therefore be determined in the second round of voting, which will take place 
on December 21.

SWEDISH OFFICLALS REPUDIATE SOVIET NUCLEAR BLACKMAIL

[Text] Stockholm, November 21 (XINHUA)--A high official in tne Swedish 
Foreign Ministry has repudiated a recent Soviet nuclear blackmail to north 
European countries as an example of "superpower shameless impudence and 
extreme disrespect for Sweden's neutrality," the daily EXPRESSEN reported 
yesterday. 


The nuclear blackmail was issued by the Soviet APN news service commentator 
Ilya Baranikas in an article published in the Swedish daily DAGENS NYHETER 
on November 11. The Soviet commentator said that in case the NATO launches 
a nuclear missile or cruise missile against the Soviet Union through the 
Swedish air space, the Soviet Union will certainly take counter-action 
before the missile crossed the border. A Soviet air defence unit "can react 
in a flagi with an anti-m!,sile missile that might cause a nuclear explosion 
over the territory of the north European country concerned,” he added in a 
threatening tone. ‘he article then asked Sweden to "take sensible steps” 
to prevent Buropean missiles or other new arms from being deployed on its 
territory. 





The Soviet blackmail, it was learned, has aroused "indignation" in the Swedish 
Foreign Ministry and the general staff of national defence. 


A Foreign Ministry official said that Baranikas' article was obviously "an 
effort to coerce Sweden into joining the anti-NATO ranks," the DAGENS NYHETER 
reported on November 20. An editorial of the paper on November 13 pointed out 
that it was conceivable that Baranikas' article was written either with the 
consent of the Soviet leadership or under their inspiration. The Soviet 
threat was “unacceptable,” the editorial declared. 


An army general wrote in the same payer on November 18 that as a matter of 
fact, Beranikas had nakedly raised before Sweden "the threat of occupation 
by the East."

KING HUSAYN ADDRESSES ARAB SUMMIT CLOSING SESSION

(Text) Amman, November 27 (XINHUA)--The three-day llth Arab summit conference 
ended here this afternoon after adopting a "final declaration" and a number of 
other important resolutions. 


President of the conference King Husayn of Jordan declared in a speech at 

the closing sesston, "the meeting has given expression to the spirit of Arab 
unity. It hae worked out a pan-Arab strategy and agreed not to wage wars 
among the Arab brothers and not to use Arab weapons to fight any Arab country 
on any pretext.” 


"We have called on all our nations far-sighted forces to work for the settle- 
ment of Arab differences in any place and stop confrontation by violence 

as euch confrontation will only benefit our nations enemtes who are watching 
us covetously. We hold that all the differences among the Arabs can be 
solved through peaceful means." 


He deeply deplored the absence of some members of the Arab League, particularly 
the Palestine Liberation Organization, from the summit. "The h‘/storic meeting 
is aimed at showing support for the rights of Palestine," he said. 


"What is comforting to the Arab nation, the Palestinian people in particular,” 
he added, “is the fact that we have all adopted a national stand and adhere 

to the national cormitment to the Palestinian cause. We are all opposed to 
the attempt to control the will of Palestine as the Palestine Liberation 
Organization is the sole legitimate representative of the Palestinian people.” 


He continued to say, "We are all for making Arab Lebanon a unified, free and 
independent country.” 


The summit agreed on an Iraqi-sponsored plan for a decade of Arab joint 
development aimed at reducing economic disparities among the different regions 
of the Arab nation and increasing per capita income. For this purpose, the 
summit approved a five billion-dollar fund for development which would 
facilitate the financing of the economic projects in the less developed Arab 
countries. The financing will be in the form of loans to be repaid over a 
period of 20 years at one per cent interest with a 10-year grace period. 
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An Arab fund for African technical assistance was established at the summit. 
Saud! Arabia, Iraq, the United Arab Emirates and Kuwait contributed five 
million dollars each to the fund, 


The summit also approved a programme of Arab political action against Israel 
which wae submitted co the summit after it was approved by the Arab foreign 
ministers conference here earlier this month. During the foreign ministers 
conference, all Ara countries, including those which boycotted the summit, 
participated in its preparation and approved the programme, 





The Arab leaders aleo approved of holding annual summits. Mey agreed to 
hold emergency meetings if the need arises.

The Arab leaders reaffirmed their refusal of the Camp David accords and 
affirmed their determination to strengthen the measures of boycotting the 
Egyptian regime in accordance with the Baghdad and Tunis resolutions. 


The conference expressed utmost concern at the existing conflict between Iraq 
and L[ran, and called on the two parties concerned to cease tire immediately 
and resolve the conflict by peaceful means. The conference supports the 
legitimate rights of Iraq to its land and waters and welcomes Iraq's response 
to the international appeals for a cease-fire and the settlement of the 
conflict through negotiations. The conference calls on Iran to respond to 
this stand, 


The conference condemned the unabated Israeli aggression on Lebanon and also 
reaffirmed the Tunis resolutions for the reconstruction of Lebanon.

(Text | UGaghdad, November 28 (XINHUA)--International efforts to mediate the 
iran-Iraq war are continuing. But in the face of the great differences on 
the conditions for a ceasefire set by the two countries as well as other 
complicated demands, the mediation attempts are meeting wit! many diffi- 
culties. 





The U.N. Secretary General Waldheim's special envoy Olaf Palme recently held 
telke on the ceasefire with the Iranian and Iraqi leaders in Tehran and 
Raghdad respectively. Upon his arrival in New York, Palme announced that 
the anticipated firet step objective for his peace mission ir. Iraq and Iran 
has been reached. 


\t was disclosed that both lLraq and Iran have agreed in principle to allow 
the over 60 merchant ships anchored at Shatt-al-'Arab to depart. There was 
no other reported progress from Palme's trip. As to the future of his 
mission, Palme said in New York that he would probably make another mediation 
tour to Tehran and Baghdad within a few weeks. 


Mplomatic sources here are not optimistic over the possibility of ending the 
war within a short period of time. They believe that from now until 
February or March of next year, the battlefront will be locked in a seesaw 


struggle. 


People here noted that even during Palme's trip, Iran and Iraq continued to 
accuse the other while inflicting great damage to each other on the battie- 
fields. The resulting losses to the two countries’ economies are staggering. 


The Iraq! ofl] city of Kirkuk was bombed by lranian aircraft not long ago just 
after the pumping of crude oil for the Iraq-Turkey 011 pipeline from Kirkuk 
to the Turkish Mediterranean port of Yumurtalik was started up. The attack 
was reportedly the most devastating since the war began with nine petroleum 
depositories and two filling stations totally destroyed in the attack. 
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Since the outbreak of the conflict and up until November 10, 31 Iranian petro- 
leum enterprises have been blown up, according to statistics issued by the 
Iraqi paper AL THAW ARAH in November 15. 


World public opinion has been urging a ceasefire between Iraq and Iran with 
no superpower interference in order to realize peace in the Gulf region, The 
Saudi Arabian foreign minister recently expressed the hope tnat the war 
between the two states end as soon as possible. Many other countries and 
organizations have aleo put forward various kinds of proposals including 

the suggestion that both sides hold negotiations based on the boundary agree- 
ment reached in Algiers in 1975. 


At present, the crux of the matter is to discover under what conditions the 
ceasefire can be achieved and peace restored. The two warring nations should 
realize that they are expected to adopt a realistic and careful attitude and 
eet the restoration of peace and security in the region by settling these 
dieputes left over by history.

AFGHAN WINTER WARFARE ANALYZED

(Text) Isiamabad, November 28 (XINHUA correspondent)--The advent of bitter 
winter on the misery-ridden Afghanistan will certainly bring more difficulties 
to the freedom fighters in thetr military operations but will not slacken 
their strike at the Soviet occupation troops, leading members of Afghan 
cesistance movements told XINHUA correspondents in Peshawar. 


However, there is going to be a grim struggle against the Soviet aggressor 
troops which are also reinforcing themselves, they noted. 


Atghaniatan is a Jandlocked country with highland and mountains covering 
four-fifths of its area which are snowcapped in winter. But che same 
weather conditions, the resistance leaders analysed, could mean differently 
to the Soviet aggressor troops and the freedom fighters. While they are 
better equipped with cold-breaking materials, the biting cold will still 
impede the movement of their tanks and aircraft, particularly that of their 
gunships, which are the woret threat to the freedom fighters. The morale 
of Soviet troope is expected to sink further in the cold winter. As for the 
freedom fighters, although they can live under the open sky in the mountains 
in summer, they, however, must find a place to live in today. In addition, 
their winter clothes and quilts are not adequate. But thanks to the Afghan 
people's support, many of their problems could be solved, uniike the Soviet 
troops whose supplies have to be shipped from home several thousand miles 
away. As the freedom fighters are lightly-equipped and waging a guerrilla 
warfare, it ie unlikely that their operations will be serious!y affected by 
the winter. 


A number of resistance leaders also gave us an account of possible Soviet 
operation plans for the winter: one, concentrate their forces to defend 

major cities, airfields and bases; two, safeguard the security and smooth 
traffic of mein communication lines; three, launch attacks o. selected areas 
under the control of freedom fighters and try their utmost to cut off the 
contacts between guerrillas in the various parts of the country. It is in 
the context of these plans that the Soviet troops have recently launched their 
fourth offensive in the Panjsher Valley, a strategic point 150 kilometers 
northeast of Kabul, where they have heavily bombarded the zone of Kandahar 





and Herat, the second and third largest cities of the country. Besides, the 
Soviet military authorities are trying to reorganize the Afghan Government 
Aray which has been heavily impaired and use it as their cat's paw. For 
this reason, the Karmal regime hae been stepping up the recruitment. 


But Afghan freedom fighters have continued their attacks in various parts 
of the country since the winter set in. In Panjeher area, freedom fighters 
had occupied the nearby military base of Jabul Saraj. As the Soviet troops 
unleashed a large-scale attack on the valley, they met with strong resistance. 
Highway traneportation ie being frequently cut off by the guerrillas. In 
Kabul, firewood was primarily supplied from Paktia Province. However, no 
firewood hae been brought there since November 8, boosting ticevood prices 
in Kabul nearly ten-fold as much as before. 


Afghan freedom fighters are now facing the test of a second winter. Younus 
Khalis, president of the Afghan Islamic Party, Khalis group, told XINHUA: 
"We weathered the storm of the first winter and we gained experiences. 

The Soviet troops are having more difficulties than we do. ‘Ye will continue 
our fight this winter to win greater victory."

Mao Zedong Raised the Siege for Nie Rongzhen 
mrade Nte Rongzthen went to ask Lin Biao: What was the matter?

‘lt is worse when you refrain from naming anyone rather than naming someone. I'd 
rather face a revealed gun than become the target of a concealed arrow!" 


Later on, when Comrade Mao Zedong received certain representatives of the masses, 
said to Comrade Nie Rongzhen in front of Lin Biao: 





"You don't need to shoulder the burden. The behind-the-scene perpetrators do not in- 
clude you; the first of them is myself, the second is Lin Biao...." 


At the conclusion of the l2th Plenum of the 8th Party Central Committee, Lin Bilao and 
the "gang of Four," in order to continue to persecute the old teachers, again fabricated 
lies and planted a hidden ;lot by suddenly issuing a "bulletin" of a meeting that was 
also ready concluded for several days. 


This "bulletin" not only framed the wife of Comrade Xu Xiangiian and the wife of Com- 
rade Nie Rongzhen as ''renegade, spy," but also purposely revealed the incident that,

Before Chairman Mao even entered the area under the jurisdiction of the Shanxi-Chahar- 
Hebei military district, General Nie already dispatched sentry cadres to take a company 
of guards to meet and protect him at a distance. After Chairman Mao's arrival at the 
Channan Manor, General Nie again made concrete arrangements and personal inspection 

of the security and sentry work for Chairman Mao. General Nie often accompanied 
Chairman Mao to take a walk outside, and sometimes he went to inspect the situation 

of the on-going security and sentry work personally even in the middle of the night. 


In one morning, an enemy plane sneaked into the air space above the station on a re- 
connaissance mission; then two other planes also followed. When General Nie heard the 
droning planes, he determined that the enemy planes were going to come to bomb the 
area. Sure enough, the two planes that flew over later started to cruise around above 
the Channan Manor. Because he worked all night, Chairman Mao did not go to bed until 
dawn and therefore wae not yet up. General Nie woke up Chairman Mao in a hurry, 
saying: 














The enemy planes are about to bomb us, please enter the shelter at once!' 


lhen, he lamediately went to inspect the shelter and the sentry situation there. 
Seeing Chat Chairman Mao was still not there when he emerged from the shelter, General 
Nile agaln rushed back to Chairman Mao's suite to urge him to hurry up. Chairman Mao 
observed gallantly: 


“What is there to be afraid of? At most, some pieces of steel will be thrown down; 
we can just use them to hammer into a few hoes to reclaim land somewhere." 


At this moment, the enemy planes flew lower and lower, and the situation was extremely 
urgent. Said General Nie: 


“This won't do. The entire party and the entire army obey you, but right now you have 
to ilsten to me."

YOUNG CADRES SELECTED FOR LEADERSHIP TRAINING 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 2] Oct 80 p | 


[XINHUASHE Report: "Fifth Ministry of Machine Building Selects Large Number of Young 
Cadres for Leadership Training") 


[Text] The Fifth Ministry of Machine Building recently selected a large number of 
young cadres to leadership positions in various units of the enterprises under the 
minietry and has been quite effective in accomplishing this task among the departments 
and commissions of the State Councii. 


Most of the enterp~ises under this ministry have shown a visible change in leadership. 
First, the leadership is younger. Formerly, the average age for plant (office) level 
cadres was 53. The average age of new cadres is 5 years younger. The newly selected 
chief engineers are only 44 years on the average. This injects youth into the "old 
group’ and the “sick group” ana makes them a young and energetic "strong group.” 
Second, the professional and educational level is raised. Formerly, only 24 percent 
of the cadres had middle school or higher educational training. Now 84 percent of 

new plant-level cadres have a middle school or higher education. Newly appointed 
chief engineers and deputy chief engineers are all college and technical school 
graduates. 


The experlences of the Fifth Ministry ot Machine Building in selecting young cadres 
are: 1. Leading cadres of the ministry have dealt with the problem in person. 
Starting in April of this year, nine leading cadres of the ministry led five working 
groups to more than 100 units in enterprises under the ministry in the southwest, 
south-central, northwest, northeast, and north and engaged in investigation for 

i} months. They studied the cadres and became familiar with the situation. Discarding 
erroneous concepts, they discovered a large number of persons with excellent talent. 
Combining their personal experiences with the opinions of party secretaries at dif- 
ferent levels and the masses, they selected more than 140 young plant (office) level 
cadres (including chief engineers) and nearly 80 deputy chief engireers, more than

[Text]! Party and government leaders of the Gannan Tibetan Autonomous Prefecture are 
actively discovering and selecting to leading party and government posts in the 
counties professional cadres who are of monority nationality, in an effort to bring 
minority nationalities and professionalism to the cadres. Since June, the prefecture 
has selected 42 middle-aged and young professional cadres, most of whom are Tibetans.

(Text! According to a report by the Shanghai branch of XINHUA News Agency, 

in a recent discussion of the reform of the current enrollment system and 
method used by schools of higher learning, education workers at some schools 
oft higher learning in this city maintained that it is highly unreasonable 

that one's fate is determined by a piece of examination paper heing turned 

in and that this method affects to a certain degree the principle of enrolling 
only those who are outstanding and brings definite difficulty for universities 
trying to raise the quality of their education. 


To improve the current enrollment system, they proposed: schools of higher 
learning should have more enrollment powers. Enrollment should not be 
handled by the government instead of the schools. The schools should have 
the right to select and enroll the students they need according to student 
academic credits and specialized abilities and have the right to refuse to 
accept the students whose total credits are satisfactory but whose per- 
formances in the examinations on their specialized subjects are relatively 
poor. In enrolling students, it is essential to base enrollments on scores 
in examinations from schools of higver learning and on a review of middle 
school performance. The present err.oilment svstem deals only with scores 
on examinations, thus turning the principle of enrolling onlv those who 

are outstanding into that of enrolling according to scores. 


[t it is poesible, we should give as much respect as possible to student 
preferences, It would be best if students were allowed to fill in their 
preferences after they take the examinations.
